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N  its  first  exhibition  of 
ceramic  sculpture  the  Museum  presents  an 
artist  who  has  distinguished  himself  in  a 
medium  that  has  received  slight  attention 
from  other  American  sculptors.  Waylande 
Gregory's  work  is  characterized  by  a  power  of 
invention  and  technical  ingenuity  that  are 
truly  amazing  in  one  who  has  not  yet  reached 
his  thirtieth  year.  The  finished  piece,  whether 
of  monumental  proportion  or  modest  scale,  is 
the  result  of  a  diversity  of  elements  ranging 
from  the  first  sketch  to  the  laborious  research 
in  the  chemistry  of  clays,  glazes  and  heat. 
Each  step  in  the  creation  must  follow  with 
logical  precision  until  what  was  originally 
common  earth  is  moulded  into  a  final  struc- 
ture of  rare  beauty. 

Mr.  Gregory  studied  in  this 
country  and  abroad.  He  has  received  numer- 
ous awards,  and  exhibitions  of  his  work  have 
been  held  at  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Arts,  the 
Cleveland  Museum  of  Art  and  the  Montclair 

Art  Museum.
